On capitol hill, the President’s 
denu nciation of lob b ying b y na­ 
tional committeemen today had 
developed into a wave of politi­ 
cal reform spirit that promised 
qu ick consideration of corrective 
legislation.

This was a consid­ 
erab le increase over the former 
year b u t the most alarming in­ 
crease came in 1932 when delin­ 
qu ent taxes amou nted to $25,- 
007,446, a ju mp of 86 per cent 
over 1931. For 1933 the total de­ 
linqu ency is $32,709,629 and while 
this is more than the aggregate 
for 1932 it is only 30 per cent 
higher and that shows that we 
are b eginning to travel in the 
right direction. 
“Last year ten cou nties de­ 
creased their delinqu encies and 
in several other cou nties the in­ 
creases were slight.

HOW ELSE BUT PRISON? 
J esse Pomeroy , who died in the M assachusetts 
penitentiary after serving 56 y ears behind the 
bars, seems to have been one of those tragic h u­ 
m an misfits for whom even the wisest society 
could ^not have found a place. 
Pomeroy was hardly more th an a child when 
he entered prison. He was sentenced for a pe­ 
culiarly atrocious m urder; had he been of legal 
age, or even close to it, he undoubtedly would 
have been hanged. As it was, his y outh saved 
him. 
So he went to prison, spending 40 of his 56 
y ears in solitary confinement. He tried to escape, 
in his first y ears of im prisonm ent, but eventually 
he gave th a t up and settled down to a placid, 
studious life behind the bars. He read extensive­ 
ly . He wrote poetry . He became known as a 
rath er kindly , pleasant m an; efforts were made 
to get him a pardon. 
Now Pomeroy had a peculiar m ental quirk—or 
perhaps it would be better to call it an emotional 
quirk. He was sane, by any standard. He had 
“reform ed,” as far as any prisoner usually re­ 
forms. But there was a dark twist in his soul 
somewhere—a twist th a t had driven him to a 
causeless, meaningless m urder once, and th a t 
m ight very well do so again if he should be given 
his liberty . There was nothing for it but to keep 
him in prison. 
So he stay ed behind the bars for a lifetime. 
The world changed mightily , but he did not see 
it. He was taken out of prison just once, to go 


to a state infirm ary for treatm ent for his health; 
he gaped at the automobiles on the road, asked 
bewilderedly where the horses had gone. Except 
for that, however, the changes in the world never 
touched him. 
It is hard to see how any form of society could 
have treated this case very differently . Some day , 
perhaps, medical science will be wise enough to 
know how to “cure” such unfortunates as Jesse 
Pomeroy . But th at day is still to come. 
At present, all we can do with such people is 
lock them up—for their protection and for our 
own. We need not, really , hang them ; society 
got along quite as well, these last 56 y ears, as tt 
would have if Pomeroy had gone to the scaffold. 
But we m ust segregate them ; and the tragedy is 
th at with our present knowledge, th at is all we 
can do.

The world surely loses its drab­ 
ness for any one who goes about 
with this question in his mind. 
Why do people of comparable 
ability and education, and of

Probably y our answer is, They 
have different “beliefs.” 
And from whence come these 
“beliefs”? 


Here are a few of the thoughts 
which occupied Edwards at the 
age of 17 (Parkes’s “Jonathan 
Edwards”); 
“Why is harm ony 
beautiful? W hat is the highest 
good? W hat is the ultim ate re­ 
ality ? To Edwards, it was life 
itself; life was the highest good; 
harm ony was good because it 
promoted life, disharm ony was 
ugly because it contradicted life.” 
“He describes ‘nothing’ as ‘the 
same th at the sleeping rocks do 
dream of.’ ” 
“He used the Newtonian theory 
to prove th at if the smallest 
atom were misplaced, the whole 
universe would, in course of in­ 
finite time, be throw n into con­ 
fusion.” 


It probably would be very dif­ 
ficult for any m an to tell where 
he acquired all his convictions. 
A chance rem ark, an unusual ex­ 
perience, more or less accurate 
observation, and he has a maze 
of general ideas, or principles, or 
beliefs, aS he calls them. 


Men who teach the teachers 
are the source of other m en’s be­ 
liefs; they are the ones who in­ 
fluence the course of history . 
Such a m an was Jonathan Ed­ 
wards (1703-1758 ), the famous 
P uritan preacher, known to the 
cdsual student chiefly because of 
his celebrated helllire sermons. 
Edwards had been president of 
Princeton 
but a 
few m onths 
when he died. He had failed to 
convert the Indians as a mission­ 
ary , and the church he served at 
N ortham pton for tw enty -three 
y ears had dismissed him. Ap­ 
parently he died a failure. 
But now students have decided 
th a t he was one of tfhe world’s 
greatest thinkers. 
His writings 
are said to have been so much 
unexploded dy namite. 
Henry Bamford Parkes say s: 
“It is hardiy a hy perbole to say 
that, if Edwards had never lived, 
there would be today no blue 


Has the influence of the New 
England Puritan run its course? 
The hasty answer is Yes. 
I am -convinced th at today it is 
more powerful than ever. 
Edwards’s resolution v/as “to 
live with all my m ight.” 
He 
taught others so to live. His en­ 
emies were the obstacles to an 
abundant life. 
These are the enemies of all 
Americans today 
of all worthy 
Americans. All should have the 
same objectives; 
all should be 
dissatified with unhealthy , un­ 
fair conditions. The argum ents 
among us are only concerning 
the best m ethods of promoting 
the general welfare.
